Collection op Income Tax 

*122 (85) Shri Ch. Venkatrama Rao (Karimnagar) Will 
the hon. Minister for Finance be pleased to state : 

(a) The total amount of Agricultural Income Tax collec- 
ted in 1952 ? 

(b) The total collections in Karimnagar, Nalgonda and 
Warangal districts ? 

(c) The names of the tax payers and the amount paid by 
them? 

The Minister for Finance and Statistics (Dr. G. S. Melkote) : 

(a) During the Financial year 1951-52 an amount of 
Rs* 12,03,856 was collected by way of Agricultural Income 
Tax. 

(b) During the same period an amount of Rs. 72,700/- 
was collected in the districts of Karimnagar, Nalgonda and 
Warangal. 

(c) I am afraid that the information required cannot be 
disclosed in view of section 39 (1) of Agricultural Income Tax 
Act, 1950, which prevents Govt, from disclosing such informa- 
tion* 

Dr. G. S. Melkote : Yes, there are arrears. I cannot give 
tfae exaet figures, as many of these eases are pending in courts 
of law.

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Dr. G. S. Melkote : The total number of cases is approxi- 
mately 1,081. Out of this quite a large number of people have 
to pay Agricultural Income Tax. 

Shri V. D. Deshpande (Ippaguda) : Collection figure for 
1952 was 12.3 lakhs. How has it decreased to as low as 6 
lakhs in 1953? 

Dr. (?. S. Melkote ; The figure is no doubt 6 lakhs, but, as 
I said, many of these cases are pending in courts of law. When 
these cases are decided, we expect to collect a substantial 
amount, 

Shri V. D. Deshpande : In his reply to the Budget, the hon. 
Finance Minister stated that this year's collection will be only 
6 lakhs. Why has it decreased ? 

Dr. G. S. Melkote : Though the cases are pending in courts 
of law, it is expected that at least 25 % of these cases will be 
decided in our favour.

House Rent Allowance 

*124 (275) Shri Syed Hassan (Hyderabad City) : Will the 
hon. Minister for Finance be pleased to state : 

(a) Whether it is a fact that the House Rent Allowance 
to the non-Gazetted Officers has been recently stopped ? 

(6) If so, what is the reason for the stoppage and the 
extent of saving effected thereby ? 

Dr. G. S. Melkote : (a) Yes. House Rent Allowance has been 
stopped to the employees drawing pay above O.S. Rs. 175 or 
I.G. Rs. 150, with effect from 1st January, 1953. 

(b) The revision was undertaken in view of the recom- 
mendations of the Economy Committee and in doing so, the 
position obtaining in other States was also taken into consider- 
ation. The saving effected thereby is about O.S. Rs. 4 lakhs.

Dr. G. S. Melkote : As the hon. Members of the Opposition 
have been saying that the scales of pay of Government servants 
are high and should be cut down, the Government considered 
pros and cons of it. It had before it three or four ways namely 
to cut down the total emoluments of the employees who were 
drawing basic salary, plus dearness allowance plus house rettt 
allowance. Those drawing Rs. 400 and abpve drew dearness 
allowance, but no house rent allowance. Those drawing above 
Rs. 1200 do not draw either dearness or house rent allowances. 
Iri all these cases we wanted to bring down the total emolu- 
ments. We did not want to touch people whose basic salary 
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is less than Rs. 175. We are thinking of reducing clearness 
allowance for those who are between 400 and 1200 and the 
basic salary of those drawing more than Rs. 1200. These 
proposals will come up before the Cabinet for consideration 
in course of time*

cut down the house rent allowance. As the Members of the 
Opposition were clamouring for a reduction in the higher 
scales, we have cut down the house rent allowance. 

Shri Ratanlal Kotecha (Patoda) : Has the Government 
curtailed house rent for persons drawing less than Rs. 175 ? 

Dr. G. S. Melkote : No, only Govt, servants drawing more 
than Rs. 175 are affected. 

Dr. G.S. Melkote : No , house rent allowance is paid for 
persons drawing more than Rs. 400, also.

Shri M. Buchayya : Sir, I would like to make a few obser- 
vations on the Minor Irrigation Works. We are told that 
huge sums of money are being allotted for repairs of breached 
tanks and also for their maintenance, etc. We hear also big 
talks about repairs and maintenance, of tanks not only in 
Hyderabad but also talks coming from New Delhi to the 
effect that so much amount has been allotted or granted as 
loans to State Government towards expenditure connected 
with repairs and maintenance of breached tanks. In the 
address of the Rajpramukh, it has been stated : 

" Agricultural farms have been improved and schemes 
for development of agriculture in the area under Tunga- 
bhadra have been taken up. The Five- Year Plan for agri- 
cultural development is estimated to cost Us. 3.50 crores 
and the work is well on the way. During this plan period, 
the target of production of food is an additional 6.24 lakh 
tons. To step up food production, a systematic repairing 
of breached tanks has been taken up and the Government 
of India have allotted a sum of Rs. 73 lakhs to this State by 
way of loans for this purpose." 

Well, it is good to hear all this* But I have eome to the 
conclusion that during the regime of the Congress Government, 
ft /would be better to have $ars; but not eyes to see. As I 

: have said, we hear of huge talks about repairs to breaehed 
t&nks from every corner ; we bear antJ see sign-boards on 
rti&tk reg.. QtQW Mote Food etc, But when one goes into

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tanks when worked out comes to 20 per cent, and the remain- 
ing 80 per cent, of the breached tanks are left out and neglected. 
Besides the number of tanks already breached, every year 
fresh tanks also become breached ones, and thus the number 
of breached tanks is being swelled. At this rate, if Govern- 
ment neglects these minor irrigation works, I am afraid ^a 
time comes when we do not find a single tank. 

Very recently, during question-hour, in answer to a ques- 
tion raised, the hon. Minister for Public Works has stated 
that, out of the sums allotted or sanctioned during the last 
2 or 3 years towards repairs of breached tanks, due to several 
reasons the Government could not take up repairs of tanks, 
which comes to 1309, if I remember correctly. Here, we 
sanction only to combat 20 per cent, of the breached tanks 
and the Government is inefficient to combat at least this 
20 per cent, and even out of this 20 per cent, sanctioned, it is 
not able to get the tanks repaired to the fullest possible extent. 
In the Budget of this year also several amounts have been 
allotted under several heads of the Minor Irrigation. Against 
c irrigation tanks and canals 5 a sum of Rs. 11,45,800 is shown ; 
again against the item ' tanks and canals 5 a sum of 
Rs. 8,78,800 is shown ; against tanks and canals under repairs 
a sum of Rs. 5,62,000 has been shown ; against 4 occasional 
repairs to tanks ? an amount of Rs. 1,02,000 has been shown ; 
against 'repairs to breached tanks ' an amount of Rs. 36,71,400 
has been shown. Thus the total amount comes to approxi- 
mately Rs. 63,60,000. God alone knows what happens to 
these amounts .and what exactly are the works that are being 
taken up. I am sure that all of my colleagues will agree with 
note if I say that the Government is not taking up the works 
as quickly as it is essential. The question is not only of 
growing more f ood^ but on account of the increasing number 
of breached tanks, the people are facing scarcity of water. 
All of us know that almost in every district people are facing 
scarcity of water. What is this due to ? It is also partially 
. due to the breached tanjcs. Weill, in this democratic regime, 
|£we are unabte to provide. the geople with water, what else 
eau we assure our people I It is rather sh&ni^ful^ as one 
of my friends hailing from Marathwada has stated, that the

./ Agwi> coming to the question of publio health* I wotjld 
,Wfk to ^tate that we are, spending huge sums on several 
" themes suph a& anti-malaria scheme, anti^plagne r scheme an$ 
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to on. I would here like to quote one instance to bring to 
the notice of the House how our Public Health Department 
is' working. Some 10 or 12 years back, the Sirpur Paper Mills 
was erected in Sirpur taluq and there runs a river (or stream) 
by name ' Pedavagu.' The spoiled water of the Sirpur Paper 
Mills gets mixed with this stream, which flows through the 
entire taluq. This stream is the natural source of water 
supply. As I stated earlier, this chemical-mixed water from 
the Sirpur Paper Mills gets mixed with the water of the stream 
and the people on both sides of the stream — not only the popula- 
tion, but also the cattle — have to take this water for drinking 
purposes. It is an admitted fact that the population and the 
cattle living in this area are suffering from different types of 
diseases — new types of diseases — by taking this water. This 
has been brought to the notice of the Government some 10 
years back and the Government has asked the Sirpur Paper 
Mills to deposit a sum of Rs. 15,000 for the purpose of digging 
wells on both sides of the stream for the use of the popula- 
tion and cattle living in that area. This amount has been 
duly deposited by the Company and the efficiency of the 
Government can be judged by the fact that even till today 
the Government has not taken up the work on hand of digging 
the wells* This is how our Public Health Department works. 
Well, what is the good of spending lakhs and crores of rupees 
when practically no help can be given to the people. On 
one side, the Government speaks of so many schemes, 
anti-malaria, anti-plague and so on and on the other side 
it allows diseases to be injected into the people, who can 
be saved if these mills do not let out water which will spoil 
the health of the people. Last year, when I asked a question 
in the Assembly, the then Public Health Minister was gracious 
enough to say that the Company had not at all deposited 
this amount. This year, the present Health Minister was 
good enough to say that the Company had deposited with 
the Government the sum of Rs. 15,000. After one year the 
Government came to know that the Company had depositeed 
the requisite amount ! This is how our Public Health De- 
partment works. There is another factory working at Bellam- 
palE, the Hyderabad Chemicals and Fertilisers Ltd*, which 
manufactures heavy chemicals such as Sulphuric acid, Hy- 
- droehlorjc acid, Nitric acid and so oft. I have been seeing 
that this edmpaay, which employs about 400 people, has 
foeeft producing every year & or 4 T,B, patiehts; and ydu 
hxow frdm experience how diflieult it h to get a seat in the 
TJ& ; .hospitals in the State* Well, this company has been 
i^uodiiioin^S X$. patkftts, and even with great difficulty if 
/^ of thmpati^tttecaii get ^ $mif$$ttf mM& %B, KospStal* 
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the other two have to face death. This has been brought 
to the notice of the Government about two or three years 
back. As I happened to be the President of the Union, 
I have myself written several letters to the Government, 
but, as usual, the Government paid a deaf ear. The Public 
Health Minister was good enough to say that the Company 
also had brought it to the notice of the Government and that 
he was investigating it. I do not know what turn the matter 
will actually take, but this is how the Public Health Depart- 
ment is working. 

I thought it my duty to bring all these matters to the 
notice of the Minister for Public Works, Medical and Public 
Health, and trust that the same would receive his immediate 
attention.
